‘Potato Shortage is Upsetting 


Calculations. 
hd ’ 


Copenhagen, May 15. — The 
potato shortsge in Germany is 
making iteelt felt infepite of assar- 
ances st the time the bresd ration 
was reduced last month, that 
enough potstoea were on hand to 
permit ‘a weekly per” capita 
issue of five pouocds until the 
next barvect: The Burean of 
Food. Oonirol, by strenuous 
efforts, has been able to supply 
8 five-pound ration in-the Berlin 
and Westphalia industrial dis- 
tricte, where the labour orisia st 
the time of the reduction of the 
bread ‘ration waa particolarly 
acate. Complaints, bowever, are 
coming from  varioas other 
sections of the Empire, which feel 
that they sre being elighted in 
‘favour of the capitsl and the 
Essen district, . 

In many sections of ' Bavaria, 
according to reports to the Reich- 
stage, the potato ration is only 
24 ounees weekly. The Hambarg 
ration is now and for weeks has 
been three pounds, und the sieter 
city of Altona haa been placed 
for the next week on a pound and 
a half allowance.
